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A STIR AMONG IRON MEN. 


Awful Result of an Explosion 


in a Mine. 


ANOTHER HORROR IN PENNSYLVANIA 


The Disaster Caused by the Ignition of 


Fire l>amp by a Naked Lamp Carried 
by a Toting Mau Who Intended to Warn 
the Miners of the Danger ot Water 
Which Wan Pouring Into the Mine— 
Two Bodies Found. 
DUSBAK, Pa., June 17.—Monday morn- 


ing at 11:10 a sullen, shivering roar shook 
the lowlj miners' dwellings on Hill farm 
in Fayette county, near this place, and 
hundreds of affrighted persons who knew 
the sound too well feared another mine 
disaster, and they 
reasoned 
far too 


well. In a moment the fearful news had 
spread that an explosion had occurred in 
the Hill Farm mines, owned by Philadel- 
phia parties. The low-browed hill from 
which the slope entered shook from mouth 
to pit, and the score of miners' houses 
lining the hill shook for a moment and 
then poured out their frenzied inmates by 
the hundreds. A rush was made to the 
mouth of the pit, but ingress was impossi- 
ble, as suioke in dense volumes was issu- 
ing forth. Fifty-two miners had gone to 
work in the morning and were in the slope 
when the explosion occurred. Of these 
fifty-two eighteen were in the left heading 
and thirty-four in 
the right heading. 


Those in the left heading got out all right. 
The retreat of the others was cut off and 
not one escaped. 


A Great Delnge of "Water. 


At 7 o'clock in the morning the gang 


turned in at the mines, the smaller gang 
drifting off to the left, while the larger, 
some thirty four in number, drifted to the 
right, and descended some 800 feet from 
the surface and at least a mile from the 
opening. These two drifts are connected, 
but the connection is from the main 
stem, some half mile from the entrance. 
The mine, it seems, had been somewhat 
troubled with water, and an air shaft 
had been drilled from tne surface to the 
juncture of the right and left shafts, 
where 
the water seemed to be most 


abundant. As the miners branched oS 
from this point they knew that an air- 
hole hsd been drilled there that had not 
yet been broken into the mine, but they 
did not know that the shaft was to be 
broken into Monday; this shaft, by the 
way, 
being a six-inch hole. A miner 


named Kerwin had been left in the right 
drill near where that branch joined the 
mine's exit, and in the course of his la- 
bors broke into the perpendicular shaft. 
The moment this was broken into a flood 
of w ater gushed out and Kerwin and a 
man named Landy standing by yelled 
out for some one to save the men in the 
right drift, as the water poured down 
the hill in a stream and he feared they 
would drown. 


Ignition of the Deadly Damp. 


Young David Hays, who had seen the 


affair, leaped forward at the call and 
turned down the left drift in a deluge of 
water to warn his endangered comrades 
below. Just as he passed the air-shaft 
that had been broken into the rush of 
water had changed to the ugly roar of a 
flood, which blanched the cheeks of the 
men who stood behind and toward the 
light. The flow of water had changed to 
a. deadly volume of fire damp, and as 
young lia>b sivung by the shaft a flash of 
blazing light blid through the shaft from 
end to end, it seemed. The daring young 
man carried an open burning miner's 
lamp in his hat and he had hardly taken a 
step beyond the roaring shftft when ithe 
lamp ignited a reservoir of the deadly fire- 
damp that bud already accumulated and 
he sank a corpse ten feet toward the men 
whom he had hoped to save and the men 
whom he had certainly doomed. In an 
instant an unquenchable flro sprang up in 
the nine foot vein just between the main 
entrance nnd on the right drift, forever 
shutting the men imprisoned there. 


Searching Parties at Work. 


Poor old David Hays, father of the mis- 


taken hero, driven mad by the fate of his 
soil, dashed into the sulphurous smoke 
and strangling fire-damp, only to fall 
blindly by the side of his son, and to be 
dw\n out an hour later with James 
Shearn, both recognized only by their 
wives. The fire fanned by air from the 
main drift and from the futal shaft itself 
soon sprung into an awful conflagration. 
Pat Kelly, who w&s driving a mine car 
near the place at the time, says the ex- 
plosion seemed nothing, but the blinding, 
strangling smoke and gas followed him 
like a lieud to the very door of the shaft 
and poured out after him to ascend to the 
top aud wave a black flag of woe and dis- 
tress on this hitherto prosperous mining 
region. The miners from the left drift es- 
caped blackened and bruised but safe, and 
they tell a fearful story of the sight just 
beyond the blazing coal on the right, 
where half imagination and half fact 
showed them a score of terrible faces wall- 
ed in by a flume no man could pass and 
live 
Willing hands and hearts were not 


wanting on the outside. The volunteer 
corps worked steadily from noon until late 
Monday night night but only recovered 
the bodies of Shearn and Hays, and each 
trip brought a deeper despair to those 
above, and showed there was no hope and 
no one alive below. 


The Latest from the Scene. 


All hope of rescuing the thirty-four im- 


prisoned miners has been abandoned. A 
brick wall is being built across the main 
shaft to shut off the fresh air and thus 
smother the flames and allow the working 
party to enter the mine. The dead men 
are supposed to be wedged against a trap 
door leading from the left wingof the 
main shaft. Steam is being pumped into 
the main entrance of the pit, out of which 
heavy volumes of smoke ar« still pouring. 
A man named Brownfield, of Dunbar, al- 
leges that the inspector's report, now on 
file in his office, shows the condition of 
the pit was bad and the pit lamps were out 


*he Senate Making Changes in the Silve« 


Bill—House Doings. 


WASHINGTON CITY, June 17.—The sen- 


ate, by a vote of 57 to 7, struck out the 
bullion redemption clause in the house 
silver bill. By a vote of 10 to 4« the senate 
refused to strike out section six of the bill 
which provides for a redemption of coin- 
age when silver reaches a certain value. 
By a vote of 4 to 04 the senate refused to 
insert the proposition limiting the opera- 
tion of the bill to ten years from date ol

The senate by a, vote of 50 to 14 rejected 


the provisions that the treasury notes is- 
sued for silver shall be a legal tender in 
payment of all debts public and private. 
The senate by a vote of 48 to 24 adopted a 
free coinage amendment offered by Plumb 
to the silver bill, declaring the standard 
silver dollar and the standard gold dollar 
equally a legal tender for all debts public 
and private. The announcement of the 
vote was greeted with applause from the 
gallaries. Reagan offered an amendment 
to the silver bill proposing a new section 
providing that the coin certificates shall 
be of denominations not less than $1 not 
more than $100, redeemable in coin oi 
standard value. 


The senate further amended the silver 


bill by destroying the legal tender quality 
of the silver certificates and making them 
as in the existing law receivable for cus- 
toms dues and taxes. 


In the House. 


The house agreed to the conference re- 


port on the bill for a public building at 
Alexandria, La., with the limit of cost 
fixed at SGO.OOO. Senate bill was passed 
for the relief of the Michigan Military 
academy. The house then went into com- 
mittee of the whole upon the sundry civil 
appropriation bill, which was passed, and 
the house took up the Indian appropria- 
tion bill. 


NEW THING IN LITIGATION, 


And One That May Give Railways a 


Heap of Trouble. 


DUBLIN, June 17.—An unusual action 


has just been taken against a railway 
company. An infant girl named Walker, 
who was not born at the time of the ac- 
cident, forms the ground for the action. 
A railroad accident occurred in June, 
1888. 
The child's mother was in a deli- 


cate condition at the time, and was a 
passenger on the train when the accident 
occurred. The mother received a terrible 
shock, and the child was born a cripple. 


Expert Medical Opinion. 


This affliction medical experts trace di- 


rectly to the mother's nervous prostration 
following and as a result of the collision. 
With these facts as a basis, the suit for 
drmages has been brought by the father 
of the Walker girl, as his child's guardian. 
It is likely to become a cause celebro, and 
the opinion in legal circles is that if the 
infant wins her case it will be an expen- 
sive precedent for railroads.

Nearly 10,000 
men and women went on strike Tuesday 
morning and the cloak

A Convenient Tree. 
Nsw ORLEANS, June 17.— Grim meas- 


urn have been taken to discourage th« 
lottery Mcharterrag project. From a tree 
In East Feliciana parish Sunday night 
there dangled the body ol George Swayze, 
a custom house officer and ei-state sena- 
tor, and a meeting of negroes, called to- 
gether to listen to arguments favoring the 
lottery, was without a leader. Swayze 
was a well educated negro, and had been 
prominent as a Republican politician for 
years. The lottery bosses issued an ad- 
dress to the negroes of East Filiciana, 
where an election for a senator was pend- 
ing, the election district being composed 
of East and West Feliciana parishes. 


An Addreu to the Negroei. 


The negroes in West Feliciana favor the 


lottery, but in Kaat Felioiana it was sup- 
posed that the negroes would be influenced 
by their white neighbors. To preveutthia 
Swayce went through East Feliciana, dis- 
tributing the following circular among 
the negroes: 
__ 
"As ADDRESS TO COLOBKD PBOPLI OF 


EAST FBUCIABA PABIMI— The contest of 
the senatorial election to be held on Tues- 
day, June 17, is of no interwt to you. On 
the contrary friends ot the lottery and 
anti-lottery factions seem to be agreed ojjjy 
on one point, and that If to eliminate you 
from the present issue. Now as this is 
strictly a factional flght amongst Demo- 
crats we advise all colored people to ab- 
stain from voting, thereby leaving the set- 
tlement to the Democrats and affording 
then) a chance to arrange their own dif- 
ferences. By order of the committee in 
West Feliciana." 


The Lynching of Swayxe. 


Swayw was arrested as a suspicions per- 


sdn, but the officers were at once sur- 
rounded by a mob of white men. includ- 
ing many prominent residents. The pris- 
oner was seized and told to prepare for 
death. The offensive circulars were taken 


general to inquire into the matter and to 
take such measures as will prevent any 
more of these debasing exhibitions. 


Wants Damages for a Charivari. 


MADISOS, Wls., June 17.—K. M. Boyer, 


of Michigan, has begun suit in the United 
States court against Price county, this 
state, claiming $35,000 damages by reason 
of a charivari to which he was subjected 
at Phillips.

Without waiting 
for an answer the signal was given to a 
trio of men who stood with one and of 
the rope In their bands. The rope was 
oast over a limb, there was a tug and a 
gasp of horror, and Swayie hung ten feet 
above the ground writhing in the ago 
nies of strangulation. His legs had not 
been pinioned, and his struggles were vio- 
lent, but long before he was dead the last 
of his executioner! had disappeared. 


Suspected «f an Old Wurder. 


The caution Swsyze had failed to regard 


was sent out by East Feliciana parish a 
week ago. Thepaople in mass meeting 
solemnly warned the world by resolution 
that attempts at bribery and massing the 
negroes against the whites would be fol- 
lowed by the prompt and stern punish- 
ment of the perpetrators. A copy of the 
resolutions was sent to John A. Morris by 
order of the meeting, Morris being the 
recognized leader of the lottery boomers. 
It is claimed by those implicated in the 
lynching that when Swayze lived in West 
Feliciana fourteen years ago he was sus- 
pacted of the murder of W. D. Winters, a 
prominent lawyer of that pariah, and two 
other persons, and that he has been a fugi- 
tive from justice since. It Is certain, how- 
ever, that he has not made any efforts to 
secrete himself, for he has always been 
prominent in politics, and since his term 
In the state senate has been almost con- 
stantly in the federal service. He could 
have been arrested at anytime had a 
charge been made against him.

"OICKEN9 DUTCHMAN." 


Hardly tbe Abused Creature the Novelist 


Fainted Him. 


It is rather a trite subject to refer to the 


prisoner whom the great novellat made fa- 
nous by his pity, and who afterward be- 
came known as "Dickens' Dutchman," and 
pet there are features of the marvelous 
manner in which he gave the lie to the 
btory of "Boz," which Richard Vaux told 
me, of which he is a part, which may not 
be generally known. The reminder that 
this man, Charles Langheimer, was one of 
ihe prisoners with whom Dickens con- 
versed, of whose condition he drew such a 
mournful picture, is scarcely necessary. 
He compared the little garden leading into 
the main cell to a grave. 
' 'A more dejected, heart broken, wretched 


creature it would be difficult to imagine. I 
never saw such a picture of forlorn affliction 
and distress of mind," wrote Dickens, and 
later on he added: "I never saw or heard of 
any kind of misery that impressed me more 
than the wretchedness of this man." What 
a spectacle I This poor creature being 
driven into his grave by the heartless regu- 
lations of the system of solitary confine- 
ment! That was in 1841. In 1870 Dickens 
died. In 1885 Charles Langheimer was still 
alive. But that is not all the tale. When 
the novelist saw the German thi«f he was 
serving a second term of imprisonment in 
the penitentiary. After that he served 
twelve more, or fourteen in all, in the same 
institution. I once saw him in the quarter 
sessions after ha had been sentenced to a 
brief Imprisonment in the county prison. 
With tears pouring down his cheeks he 
begged to be sent back to the penitentiary, 
even if his time was dpubled. His request 
was granted. 
With Langheimer stealiugwas a disease. 


Mr. Vaux tells ine that at one time hi 
could have trusted him to carry a thousand 
dollars in gold to bank, but upon hU re- 
turn, if he saw a doorway open he could 
not resist tho temptation to enter It and 
pick up the first thing he could lay hands 
on. 
After his last Imprisonment his 


daughter, who is married to a very respect- 
able man, refused to have anything more 
to do with him. He was then 80 years of 
age, and without a penny. He was given 
an order of entrance to the almshouse. 
With this in his hand he entered Mr. 
Vanx's office and said: "See what I have 
come to. Please don't let me go to the 
almshouse. Send me out to the prison. It 
la the only good home I ever had. Please 
sand me back there." 


If Dickens could have heard those words 


I wonder what he would have said. 


"Charley," said Mr. Vaux, "I don't know 


whether or not the warden can take youtn, 
and then, ton, you are a dreadful nuisance 
Dut if you will promise to behave yourael: 
you can go out to the prison and ask the 
warden if he can find room for you." 


He presented himself and made his re- 


quest and pleaded earnestly that it mighi 
be granted. Finally the good hearted 
warden said: "Well, if you behave your 
self I guess we can find room for you anc 
enough for you to eat." The old man act 
ually leaped for joy and tore his almshouse 
pass into bits, which Mr. Cassldy, th» 
warden, afterward collected and pasted to 
gether, and the card is no w one of the curi 
osities of the big building. The next tlms 
Mr. Vaux visited the prison he met Lang 
htimer, who began one of his customar} 
complaints — similar, probably, to tha 
which deceived Dickens— this time the tron 
ule being of an alleged rheumatic character 
Mr. Vaux jocosely seized him by the shoul 
ders and shook him uutil he screamed 
The next time they met, the old man said 
laughingly: "Mr. Vaux, shake all the 
rheumatism out of me!" But in a few 
days the pains of old age, whose meaning 
he did not understand, returned with re 
uewed violence, and he sent for the ward 
en. When Mr. Cassidy aaw him in his eel 
he knew that poor Laiigheimer's time hoi 
corno, nnd two hours later he quietly 
breathed his lat>t in the prison in which h 
had spent the greater part of o prolonget 
life. Solitary eonflnemant had permitted 
him to die of old age.—Philadelphia In 
quirer. 


Atmospheric l>uBt. 


Extremely flue particles of mineral dus

our senses. The author, while making ex 
periments on the Peak ol Teneriffe, in 1878 
found the knife edges of his balance » 
clogged with this invisible dust that th' 
balance refused to act. When wiped off 
the dust collected again in a few minutes, 
and it was only by continual wiping i 
away that he was able to go on with Us in 
vestigation. Professor Pmzzi Smyth.whilc 
on the Peak of Teneriffe, witnessed atratt 
of dust rising to a height of nearly 
a mile, reaching out to the horizon iu 
every direction, nnd so dense as 
t< 


titde frequently the neighboring bills 
Professor S. P. Langley, looking down 
from the height of 35,000 feet on Moun 
Wliitney, California, into a region tha 
had appeared clear 'from the valley below 
saw "a kind of level dust ocean, iuvisibli 
from below, but whose depth was six o: 
seven thousand feet, ab the upper portion 
only of the opposite mountain range rose 
clearly out of it." 


Dust stoimsare classified by Dr. Henr; 


Cook, accordirigtotheir intensity, asatmo 
spheric dust, dubt columns and dus 
storms. Dr. Cook has observed in India 
that there are some days on which, how 
ever hard and violently the wind may blow 
no dust accompanies it, while on others 
every little puff of air or current of wine 
forms or carries with it clouds of dnst.— 
Dr. William Marcet in the Popular Science 
Monthly. 


Laughter In tlie Illble. 


The Bible contains no cheerful exhorta- 


tion to laughter. For the most part, in 
deed, it is referred to in the metaphorica 
sense of "scorning," as when it is written 
of Leviathan that "he laugheth at the shak 
ing of a spear." But there aro passages 
also where the ordinary meaning is evi- 
dently intended, and in almost eyery one 
of these it is eyed askance. Solomon is the 
great authority on the subject; let him 
»peak for himself: "I said of laughter, It is 
mad; 
a nd of mirth, Whatdoeth it?" "Even 


In laughter the heart is sorrowful, and the 
end of that mirth is heaviness." Again, 
"A fool lifted up hia voice with laughter, 
. but a wise man doth scarce smile a little." 
Not very encouraging, truly, to those of 
hilarious proclivities. It may be legitimate 
enough to compare the giggle of a fool to 
"the crackling of thorns under a pot," but 
ic seems hard that there should be no word 
of approval for the milder merriment of 
tha few who may be supposed not to belong 
to fooldom. Yes, by the way, there Is one, 
and only one: "A time to laugh," but we 
may search the Scriptures from Genesis to 
tho Apocalypse without detecting any inti- 
mation as to when that time occurs. Prob- 
ably Solomon meant the brief period of 
childhood, when ignorance is bliss, and we 
are merry without knowing or caring to 
know why. He could not consistently 
recommend any such frivolity to those of 
a larger growth after having so bitterly 
commented on the practice in previous 
chapters.—Gentleman's Magazine.
